A Clarion Call To Women 


Elsewhere in this issue of the News is printed 
a call to the women of the state to attend a con­ 
vention of women democratic voters of the state, 
to be held iii Oklahoma City on January 27, and 
the notice also explains that a county convention 
will be held in each countyseat in the state on 
the 17th of January to elect delegates to the state 
convention. 
This is all quite right and regular, and, being 
the chairman of a committee of women to organ­ 
ize Pontotoc county, I take this method of appeal­ 
ing to every' woman in the county who expects to 
vote the democratic ticket to make it a point to 
become interested in the m atter at once, as the time 
is short 
Pontotoc county is entitled to twenty-four del­ 
egates. 
This does not mean that the delegation 
that will represent our county must necessarily all 
be from the countyseat. 
It is to be sincerely hoped that at this mass- 
meeting to be held in Ada on the 17th there will 
be two or more representatives from every" pre­ 
cinct in the county, especially do we need the ideas 
and support of the women from the farms. 
This is the first time in the history of the state 
or county that the women are to be called together 
for political reasons. The idea may not appeal to 
you in any way. 
It certainly does not appeal to 
me in any sense except that of duty. 
To some women the idea of the ballot is only 
a pleasant change in their monotonous way of pass­ 
ing the time, to others simply an interesting ex­ 
periment, simply a change in their programs, but 
to the better element of women, especially the 
mothers it is a solemn duty—a sacred trust—and 
the\ take up this added burden in the same spirit 
in which they have shouldered many other propo­ 
sitions. 
Many women will see in the ballot an oppor­ 
tunity to do something to better the environment 
in which she is trying to raise her children and 
nake of them educated and intellectual citizens 
and will govern her efforts in this new advent into 
state politics from this viewpoint 
It is with this idea in view' that I wish to ap­ 
peal to you to make up your mind at once which 
woman, or number of women, in your own neigh­ 
borhood or town that you believe td be best fitted 
to represent us at the state convention on the 27th. 
If it is not possible for a delegation to attend the 
county convention at Ada on the 17th, then send 
in the names of some one from your district to be 
voted on at the mass-meeting. 
Care should be 
taken, however, in selecting women whom you be­ 
lieve could attend the convention at the capital, as 
we are entitled to 24 seats and Pontotoc county 
must be among those to make the best showing at 
the state meeting.

guaranteed by the government They 
may sell the two-year-old offspring 
of their cattle and apply the proceeds 
to their debt or they may sell all 
their cattle and. with the approval of 
the livestock commissioner, invest in 
another breed or in sheep, hogs or 
horses .for breeding purposes 
The purpose of the bill is to benefit 
the poorer settlers and the small 
farmers. 
Farmers have been Quick 
to. take advantage of it 
Hundreds 
of associations have been formed. 
This is notably true in the communi­ 
ties along the Canadian National 
Railways where settlement is com­ 
paratively new. 
Many loans have 
been negotiated and the effect .of the 
bill already is apparent in th* rapid
